The 
condition of Miss Stewart was mtich the same as pre- 
viously | She coftinued in the same drowsy 
and insenqHle state througlout the entire day. 


Icseph 40. Bidgood, of No. 96, Varick-street, being 
duly sworn, deposed and said-—-I was standing in the 
middle of Canal-strect about two minutes to five o’clock 
on Saturday, the 23rd inst., when I heatd a woman 
scream, ani my aticntion was turned to the corner of 
Broadway, where I saw a woman running. This was 
opposite the restaurant of the Btandreth House. I saw 
aman running after her. She ran as far as the far 
column of the entrance of the hotel, and he after her. 
When they got as far as that I saw the flash of a pis- 
tol, heard the report, and saw the Woman full. 1 went 
up to the spot, but did not sve ‘he woman's face. I did 
not see any one With a pistol except the officer, and lie 
was putting it in his pocket when [ saw it. The officer 
had a man in charge at the time. The prisoner was the 
mun. I am the starter of the Sixth Avenue railroad. 
The prisoner is the man who was running after the 
woman. I caught a glimpse of his face while he was 
running. I did not see him have a pistol while he was 
ranning. I am confident that the prisoner is the man 
who shot the woman. 

‘This evidence being corroborated, 

Mary Brooks deposed na follows—On Saturday after- 
noon, about four o'clock, the woman who was shot, Miss 
Alice Morgan, and myself, went to Taylor’s Saloon to 
take dinher; we went into the upper saloon, ahd while 
there eating our dinner, the prisoner, Kobert C. Mac- 
donald, came in; I was the first one of the three who 
saw him; I said, “There is Bob.” Miss Stewart turned, 
looked up, and he came and shook hands with her. He 
sat down beside us at another table, called the waiter, 
and called for as..all bottle ofuhampagne. Heéaddressed 
Miss Stewart and asked her when she jot back 
from Boston. He then iooked at tie and said, 


“You told a very plausible story.” He sat 
there conversing With Miss Stewart, but I 
could not heir what was said, because they 


were some distance from where I sat. When the waiter 
brought the wine the prisoner poured out one glass and 
called for some ice. I was ina hurry to leave, andas soon 
as we got through our dinner we rose to go away. Miss 
Stewart went to the desk to pay the bill, ahd we started 
for the door, leaving the prisoner atid’ Miss Stewart 
standing talking to each sther. 1 heard her say, 
“I want you to let mé alone, or I will call an officer.” 
He said, “ YoU can’t call one befcre I can pull out 
a pistol and shoot you.” After that they came 
out of the door and walked towards (anal-street.— 
They walked behind us for & short distance, and then 
passed on ; in passing, Miss Stewart hurriedly told me to 
cali an officer. I did not see an officer or else [ would have 
called one. Miss Morgan and myself both looked for 
one. When they got to the corner of Broadway and 
Canal-street Miss Stewart turned. Macdonald opened 
his vest, and when I saw this movement I said, “ Uh, 
Bob, don’t do so.” I was apprehensive of danger, know- 
ing that the prisoner was in the habit of carrying urms. 
1 saw him draw the pistol, and, turiing, s¢reatned, “ He 
will kill her ; he will kill her.” I heard the report of 
the pistol, and heard her scream. I did not see her run, 
tor Í turned when I saw the pistol. After the report ot 
the pistol, I turned and saw that Miss Stewart had fallen 
at the door-step of the Brandreth House, and was bleed- 
ing from the left temple. Her face, hands, a.:d clothes were 
covered with blood. She was taken in charge by an 
offiver and some citizens, and brought into a drug store. 
The officer asked me if I knew Who shot the woman. | 
said [ did, when he said, * Cometwith me and show me.” 
When we got up we found that he had been arrested, 
but could hot see him as the crowd was very great. 
then went to Miss Stewart, and begged a gentleman 
who was present to send for a physician. He said they 
had done so. Miss Stewart was then brought to the 
hospital, where she now lies. I have been acquainted 
with the prisoner for seVen ór eight years. 

Alice Morgan corroborated the testimony of the pre- 
vious withess in all its details. 

The Jury brought in the following verdict:—“ That 
the said Virginia Stewart came to her wounding by a 
pistol shot fired by the prisoner, Robert C. Macdonald. 
—July 23, 1859. 

The prisoner was then conducted back to his cell in 
the Tombs, while such of the witnesses as could not give 
bail were also placed in charge of the police. Dr. Quim- 
by reports Virginia Stewart to be in the same low state 
as yesterday. ‘The two girls, Mary Brooks and Alice 
Morgan, who were in her company when she was shot, 
have been arrested and lodged in the House of Detention 
in White-street, to serve as witnesses,

strengrh, were not a whit behind them ia cheerfulness 
and vivacity. A recent writer says that people in a 
sickly condition very soon recover their health 
and become robust after landing in New Zealand, 
In the northern, and consequently warmer, is- 
land, the range of the thermometer has been 
observed to vary within the very narrow limits 
of 60 degrees in winter up to 89 degrees in summer. 
Snow never falls on the plains, and when a scale of ice 
is formed on the ponds, it invariably disappears about the 
middle of the forenoon. Even in Cook’s straits, lying to 
about 40 degrees south latitude, and separating the nor- 
thern from the southern Island, that celebrated navigator 
never saw the thermometer below 48 degrees, or 16 de- 
grees above the freezing ;.oint—in the very middle of the 
antartic winter. This extreme equability of temperature 
is, no doubt, the principal cause of the great salubrity 
of New Zealand. 

The face of the country is partly wooded, and partly 
what we call prairie land in North America. All along 
the western coast the soil is said to be comparatively 
poor or barren, but elsewhere though light in some places, 
it is, nevertheless, fertile, and produces wheat and other 
grains in great abundance and perfection. Rich alluvial 
soil, washed down from the mountains, is said to be 
abundant ; and in many other parts it is described 
a: a heavy vegetable mould, resting on a marley subsoil, 
firming a soil of the very highest order of fertility. 


New Zealand, in general, is so thoroughly adapted tor 


agriculture, that it can never be a grazing country like 
Australia, even ifthe climate favoured that pursuit, 
which itdoes not. Australia is su ject to frequent and 
long draughts, which destroy the hopes of the husband- 
man; but which, without injuring sleep, improve the 
quality of the wool. New Zealand, on the coutrary, 
trom its narrow insular position and lofty mountains, is 
supplied with an abundance of rain, to which has been 
attributed the coarseness of the wool grown there. The 
only drawbacks that we are aware of to the climate are 
heavy and frequent gales of wind; but no country 
can be said to be without them, though perhaps to a les- 
ser extent. ” 

It may be easily conceived that all the fruits, grains 
and vegetables of temperate elimmates can be raised abun 
dantly in New Zealand, but it may not be generally 
known that the most tropical fruits can be raised, espe- 
cially in the northern island, with equal facility, and in 
as great perfection. For example, the whole citron 
tribe including the orange, the lime; the lemon and the 
shaddock—the favorite of wine bobbers—flourish luxu- 
riantly. This may be thought a small matter, because, 
in this climate, we do not know what a good orange is. 
In order to ship, they have to be pulled so long before 
they are ripe that a New Zealand pig would be apt to 
turn op its snout at such as we receive here. The cli- 
mate, too, is evidently well adapted for the cnltivation 
of the fig; and, of course, grapes and wine from them, 
may be produced in endless profusion. 

Of minerals, the two most important, iron and coal, 
exist in great abundance; and, from the geological struct- 
ure of the islands, there is reason to believe that all the 
useful thetals will be found. 


Of course, immigrants must expect to encvunter 
difficulties there as elsewhere, and the develop- 
ment of the advantages and blessings of which 
ti:ese islands are capable will be mostly postponed 
to the next generation. Nevertheless, from the 
great capabilitics of that country, and from the superior 
class of intelligetit and wealthy emigrants 
who go thére, instead of the poor people 
who settle in these’ islands, the progress 
of civilsation will in all probability be much 
more rapid than it is here; and the earliest settlers will 
evidently have the greatest range to séleit an advan- 
tageous locality. Abolit the quality and situation ot 
the land féserved for free grant, we can say nothing, 
but intending emigrants will act prudently not to rely 
on it, for if the Government of New Zealand has set 
apart the best and mcst desirable portions of the colony 
for that purpose, it is the first Government that has éver 
done so. It is obviously prudent, however, for every 
agricultural emigrant to provide himself with a right to 
a free grant, if he chooses to avail himself of it when 
there.—Auchland paper; 

GoLbEN Imaces Founp IN InpIAN Graves.—The 
excitement respecting the discovery of images in the 
Indian huacas, on the isthmus of Panama, was on the 
increase. A letter from Panama says,— 

“ The accounts that continue to reach us of the wealth 
of these Indian cemeteries or ‘huncas’ in golden images 


and trinkets are evefy day growing more wénderful. 
A hat has beéi found made of exceeding fine gold 
and of great weight. Also a ‘gold woman,’ but 


how large a woman is not stated. It is a little 
curious, seeing with what contempt the Indians ge- 
nerally treated females, that they should have wasted 
the precious metal in fashioning one. It must have 
been a love-sick Indian that made that figure. Most 
of the passengers who took passage in the Joscta carried 
silver with them to purchase the gold. It is éaid it is 
sold by the poorer clags of the i who ate turning 
up the graves, at from 3dols. to 4dols. per ounce. Yes- 
terday another arrived from Chiriqui with a box of 
the gold, but of what value I cannot ascertain. It is 
said one man at the grave ‘ diggings’ has taken 751b. of 
images, but this is probably an exaggeration. These 
‘ombs it a: pears, are of great extent, some of them hav- 
ing «nm ained many hundred bodies. The gold is sai: 
to be contained in earthen vesse's by the side of the 
body. The ground where the ‘huneas’ ate is coveted 
with trees, and it was by the falling of a large treé 
giowing out of a mound that the deposits were disco- 
vered, The roots of the tree took ~ with 
t em the earth and mason work of one of the 
moun s, leaving the gold exposed which was 
ucciuentally seen by a man when passing 
close toit. Many persons who have gone down are en- 
thusiastic enough to believe they shall find the source 
whence all this wealth was obtained. They may do 
so, but it does not follow they will get much gold from 
it.

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ENGLISH ASSIZE INTELLIGENCE. 
: NOVEL ACTION. 

At the GloucesierAssises, on Wednesday, before Mr. 
Justice Willes, a rather novel case was tried—Constant 
v. Wiltshire. It was an action for debt. The circun- 
stances will be gathered from the following evi- 
dence 


Henrietta Ann Constant said—I am the plaintiff, and 
live at Loxton, near Coleford. Have known the defen- 
dant six or seven years, and in May, 1858, he applied to 
me for a loan of money. The letter produced related to 
this subject. [It was signed bythe defendant, who 
styled himself “Your affectionate and constant lover, 
George,” He said he had a good trade in jewellery, 


knowledging the receipt, returning thanks for the loan, 
and promising to make good useof the money, [In the 
letter defendant said, “ He hoped it would not be long be- 
fore were settled, for his home wanted a mistress, 
andthe should not long sing the song, [” I want my mis- 
stris,”] I went to Londonin May last with my sister, 
and asked him for the £200.

 Caehanmninnd tts were engaged to be married 
when I lent defendant the money, but that has nothing 
to do with this matter, ‘That was in August, 1857. I 
never suggested that the defendant should go into the 
public business, or anything ofthe sort. ' It was never 
contemplated that I should give him money to start a 
public-house. ‘The letter producedis in my handwriting. 
The letter contained the following passage :— When 
said you should have £1,000,[ thought less than that 
would have been a poor beginning in the publicline. I 
was willing for you to begin in a respectat:le way, and I 
trust we shall be as fortunate in our speculations as in 
partnership.” ‘The letter was dated January 15, 
1859. 

Witness continued—The letter produced (dated 9th 
of December, 1858) is in my handwriting. [It stated 
that her money was in niortgage, and that was the 
reason why she had told him he must wait for six months. 
That was the principal thing that deferred her mar- 
riage }. 

Bebe letters wereread from plaintiff to defendant, 
containing many tender love passages and expressions of 
affection, and hopes that they would live happily in wed- 
lock. In one she said her brother would advance £300 
and therest would be made in the marriage settlement. 
A letter noticing the sending of the £200, said, “ I hope 
it may be means blessed to us in our undertaking in 
business, which will be my sincere pleasure.” 

Thelady was a very unwilling witness, and said all 
this had nothing todo with the case. She might 
have had letters from George, but not about the 
money. 

Mr. Huddlestoi—You had better answer, or Í shall 
have to go into particilars. 
itness (eagerly )—have you got my letters ? 

Mr. Huddleston—I will not answer that. 

Mr. T. Constant proved the transmission of the money 
and identified the handwriting. 

Mr. Hud lleston, infa humorous speech, said the lady 
was more “ constant” in busihéss thdn in love affairs, 
and refused to be coaxed by him. He submitted that 
the money was advanced for the joint benefit uf the par- 
ties, in the contemplation of marriage. The plaintiff had 
broken off the contract, which defendant was s:ill wil- 
ling to fulfil. He contended that the spirit of the letters 
supported this theory. 

The deféndant, Mr:’ Geo. Wiltshire, deposed—There 
was afi engagement to marty bétween tne and Miss Con- 
stant as early as August, 1857, when I was foreman to 
a saldler. In 1857, I had an interview with her at Lox- 
ton, and she said if [ would start in the public line she 
would give me £1,000. I declined that, and at Christ- 
mas proposed to go into partnership wilh my brother. She 
agreed to that, and promised to advance £500. The 
match was broken off in September, 1858, and in May 
last plaintiff called on mein Oxford Street, and asked 
me to repay the £200 I had received. I said, “ I cans 
not ; [have not the money. Are you not satisfied with 
getting me out of that situation, and the misery you have 
caused by breaking off our engagement ? Do you wish 
tucrush me ?” I said I would repay the money if ever 
it should bein my power. I told her [ considered ita 
gift, advanced by her forour mutual benefit, or I would 
not have received it. The business did not turn out for- 
tunately’: | 

Cross-examitied—Never asked her 
money. 

The jury, without deliberation, found a verdict for 
plaintiff for £200, the amount claimed, with full

On the 3rd of August 
last, by permission of my tather, I went to Aston Park 
with my sister and a friend. [ got there between six 
and seven o'clock. Saw the defendant between eight 
and nine. ‘lhe deferidant is tne brother-in-law of Mr.

ImrorRTANT TO PAWNBROKERS—ILLEGAL DETENTION 
or Prorerty.—Mr. Marian, jof Golden-lane, Pawn- 
broker, appeared on summons tv answer the complaint 
of Thomas Callender, for the illegal detention {of a 
gold seal and key, alleged to have been pawned in the 
establishiment of the defendant. 


Mr. Ennis appeared on behalf of the complainant, 


and Mr. James Fitzgerala io” the defendant. 


Mr. Ennis said that the facts oí fhe present case 
would prove that there had been the grossest noeligence 
on the part of the pawnbroker, in as much as it a,~ 
peared the complainant had pledged in his shop 
a silver watch and chain together with a seal 
and key, and that upon application being made to 
redeem the last-named articles they could not be 
found—the fact being that they had been sold. In the 
duplicate no mention was made of them, and on that 
ground the defendant denied ever having received 
them into his hands. The very fact of an omission in 
the document was a substantial proof of negligence. 

Mr. Wyse said he thought there had been negligence 
on the part of the complainant himself in not seeing that 


| all the articles pawned were enumerated in the paper. 


Mr. Ennis observed that half of the poor persons 
whom adverse circumstances compelled to pawn their 
property were unable éither to read or write. 

Thomas Callender, the complainant, upon teing ex- 
amined by Mr. Ennis, stated that he was the owner of 
the watch, chain, seal, and key in question, and that in 
January last having had occasion to raise a little money, 
he directed his wife to put those articles in pawn ; thcy 
were all attached together by a linkon the chain. Sub- 
sequently the witness went to the office of the defendants 
for the purpose of redeeming them, when he was 
iutormed that the key and seal were not forthcoming; 
he remarked to the pawnbroker at the time that he had 
omitted to mention the receipt of the key and seal in the 
docket. 

To Mr. Wyse—Did not kuow how to read or write. 

Examination continued—The defendant told him they 
had been sold ; witness never got notice of any intention 
to dispose of them. 

To Mr. Wyse—The key cost 4s. 6d., andthe seal 
£4 Os. 2d. 

To Mr. J Fitzgerald—It was his (witness,) father-in- 
law who purchased them originally. 

Mrs. Callender was examined and proved 
the pawning of the four articles, and that the defendant 
had informed her the key and seal had been sold ; she 
never received any notice of sale ; upon asking for them 
the wife of the defendant requested her to give them a 
little time, and they would be able to recover the pro- 
perty ; the complainant gave them six months to look 
after them, and, at the expiration of that time, was in- 
formed they were unable to be had. 

Mr. Ennis prayed, under the circumstances, his Wor- 
ship’s order for £2 4s 6d. He considered that if a pawn- 
broker lost property which was entrusted to his safe 
kecping he should give the fullest compensation. 

r. Wyse said that, taking all matters into considera- 
tion, he thought 1/. is would be sufficient payment. 

Mr. Ennis then applied for costs. 

Mr. Wyse said he did not think he was entitled to 
them. i 

Mr. Ennis said he wotild not take the order of the 
court unless it was accompanied With costs. He would 
request a dismissal, without prejudice, and bfing the case 
betore a higher tribunal, unless they were granted. The 
defendant here had violated the »ct of Parliament in dis- 
posing of the property without having previously given 
notice to the patties of his intention to do so, ard he 
should now suffer for his negligence.
